As {'Illustrated in figure 5 Macaluso does disclose a first engagement site 44 defining a channel extending along 
the entire length of the end section with a distal notch end closest the end of the respective section being adapted to 
engage/slide upon an upper sudace of the arms (40.42) and body of the main section 10. and the second engagement 
site (48. 50) more distant from the distal notch epd being adapted to engage on a lower sudace of the channel 44 of the 
end section .
